Applicant 
persuasively argued in the response filed 3/13/02 that the prior art neither teaches not makes 
obvious a combination of an exogenous 3'-polyadenylated RNA and a cytoplasmic extract 
supernatant from a lOOXg, 1 hour centrifugation of eukaryotic cells or tissues, wherein the 
extract has been, or is depleted of activity of proteins that bind polyadenylate. The closest prior 
art of HOLCIK et al. (PNAS (3/1997) vol. 94, pp. 2410-2414) and WANG et al. (Molec. Cell. Biol. 
(3/1995) vol. 15 (3), pp. 1769-1777) teach SI GO extracts from eukaryotic cells and tissues, and 
teach addition of mRNA to their extracts, but do not teach depletion of polyadenylate binding 
proteins/activity.
